At; its m eeting last night the city 
council again failed to elect a school 
trustee. 
The fuel contract, however, 
was settled b y b eing awarded to the 
Central Fuel company, b ut the water 
well question ended in a wrangle. 
The memb ers of council convener! at 
7:45, all b eing present and Mayor 
Hall presiding. 
Just b efore the m eet­ 
ing was called to order, Mayor Hall 
Announced that the Democratic mem­ 
b ers desired to caucus, presumab ly 
over the 
school 
trustee 
question. 
Accordingly, Messrs. Purcell, 
Mere­ 
dith, Caldw ell and Sm ith and Mayor 
Hall repaired to the ante room, where 
for thirty-five m inutes an interesting 
and somewhat 
anim ated 
discussion 
over the school trustee question took 
place. 
The Democrats, 
after 
concluding 
their little argum ent, returned to the 
council chamb er, wearing smiles and 
showing, b y their actions, that some 
plan oilier than the open election of a 
trustee had b een agreed upon to settle 
the question for that night. 
Council 
was then called to order. 
The attendance at the meeting d ur­ 
ing the earlier proceedings 
was so 
slim that it seemed as though the peo 
pie had alm ost forgotten tliat Hush 
▼ ill© 
had 
a 
c ity 
council. 
It 
picked up, however, as the meeting 
progressed ami grew warm. 
The m inutes of the last full regular 
m eeting on May lfith and all of the 
adjourned and pieces of 
adj urond 
and special m eetings were read and 
approved on motion of Mr. Brann. 
The 
petition of 
Nathan 
Weeks, 
Mrs. Jennie Berkley and others, ask­ 
ing for a larger ana b etter culvert on 
the west side of Harrison street, and 
under the P. O* O. & St. L. railw ay 
tracks was referred to the street, and 
alley com m ittee w ith instructions to 
ascertain whether or not the railw ay 
company could b ear the expense. 
The petition of Reynolds «Sc Clifford 
for the extension of the w ater mains 
east on N inth, 300 feet from Oliver, the 
firm to b oar all the expense and to 
b e reim b ursed in water b y the city, 
was 
granted 
upon 
motion of Mr« 
Brann, upon the condition that should 
Reynolds 
Clifford leave the city, 
the pipes and other fixtures are to b e­ 
come the property of the city. 
The petition of the comm ittee hav­ 
ing in charge the b uilding of the new 
U. P- church, asking that they b e a l­ 
lowed to construct an eight or ten 
ineb drain west on seventh street or 
in the alley south of Seventh, to the 
ditch running southwest, in order to 
lead the w ater from the roof and b ase­ 
m ent of the new church and asking 
that residents along the line b e a l­ 
lowed to connect w ith the drain was 
granted upon motion of Mr. Dale. 
Mayor 
Hall then 
sub m itted 
the 
resignation of Rob ert J. Greenwood, 
city engineer, who goes to Conners- 
viUe to accept a sim ilar one at a larger 
sa la ry . The resignation was accepted 
upon motion of Mr. Brann. 
M arshal Craige reported the collec­ 
tion of $ 15.50 street and show license 
during the month of May. 
C ity Treasurer 
Spivey and 
City 
C lerk Bakin sub m itted a memorandum 
of the settlem ent made b etween them 
in May 
The report was received and 
spread of record. 
(C ity Treasurer Spivey’s report for 
May, showing a total b alance of $ 13,- 
898 08 on hands June 1st, was referred 
to tlic finance committee 
F ire Chief Rob ertson recommended 
that A rlie Muster b e elected a mown 
her of the fire departm ent, to succeed 
Karl Roadie, resigned. 
Mr. Muster 
was elected. 
Street 
Commissioner 
B arrett 
re­ 
ported the sale of $ 18 48 worth of dirt 
during the month of May. 
Superintendent Ong’s 
report 
was 
received ^ 
refer ret» to the finance 


the total receipts at tb e W ater and 
Light Plant, during the month, were 
$ 1443.34, aud that the total expendi 
lures were $ 710.13. 
Superintendent Ong 
recommended 
that Council examine a new air com­ 
pression pump in use at Innis. Pearce 
Co. ’» factory. 
In his opinion the 
city, lie said, would, through its use, 
no doub t b e ab le to get more w ater 
from the wells than ever b efore. 
Ordinance No. 158, licensing and 
regulating junk shops w ithin the city 
lim its, came up for passage. 
Council­ 
man Purcell asked if the ordinance, 
if passed, would really b e of any b ene­ 
fit to the city. 
Councilman Sm ith 
replied that it would check, if not 
prevent, the stealing of valuab le iron 
b y people who sell it to the junk deal­ 
ers, inasmuch as the deailers would b e 
compelled to 
keep a record of all 
sales which would b e open to the in ­ 
spection of the police. 
The measure 
was put to a vote, and each and every 
memb er voted against it. 
Mayor H all then started to dodge 
the fuel contract question b y plung­ 
ing Council into other b usiness, b ut 
Councilm an Brann 
spoke 
out and 
called b is attention to tb e issue at 
hand. 
The 
Mayor 
saw 
that 
the 
question m ust b e met, and Council 
took it up. 
There w’%s complete si­ 
lence 
for 
ab out 
five 
m inutes. 
Finally Ooucnilman Pu reel I gathered 
up courage enough to speak. 
He asked 
Mr. Hall if he did not have some in ­ 
form ation regarding the fuel nsod in 
neighb oring cities, and the Mayor re­ 
plied tluit Greenfield 
operates 
her 
w ater 
and 
light 
plant separately, 
using gas and doal comb ined when 
the gas is low. 
He said that there are 
more people in 
Greenfield than in 
Rushville, and that fuel costs Gteen- 
field ab ont $ 41,800 per year for the 
plants. 
He said that Columb us, with 
a population of ab out 9000 made a 
fuel test in Octob er w ith West V ir­ 
ginia nnt and slack to ascertain the 
am ount of 
eoal 
b urned each day. 
Ooluuib ns, w ho se w ater 
and 
light 
plants are comb ined into one. averaged 
ab out 5 tons per day. 
ConnerHville, 
the mayor said, has an electric light 
plant and hot w ater system comb ined, 
b ut operat« s it at a much larger ex­ 
pense than any of the other cities 
which he had visited. 
He said that 
furnaees'could b o constructed so as to 
b urn as little fuel as jmgsihlo and still 
got as much b oat. 
He said the fur­ 
naces at Columb us were the most sat­ 
isfactory that any he had seen. 
They 
are not as large as those in use lie re. 
The Mayor seemed to think that the 
furnaces at the local plant are not 
properly construe feed 
and that they 
b urn more coal than is necessary. 
He 
concluded his story w ith that state­ 
ment, and there was again complete 
silence in the room 
for ab out five 
minutes. 
The mayor, however, b roke 
the silence b y suggesting that action 
on the fuel question b e again postpon­ 
ed until an adjourned m eeting at a 
future date. 
At this juncture Councilm an Brann 
grew hot under the collar and de­ 
clared thac he, for one, was getting 
tired of the continual investigating, 
harranging and postponement of ac­ 
tion on the 
m atter. 
“ It 
may 
b e 
true ,”’ he declared, “ that the furnaces 
may b urn more eoal than is necessary, 
b ut tb ev are there and we m ust fire 
them 
somehow.’' 
The Mayor then 
suggested that possib ly the furnaces 
could b e made to b urn less fuel if an 
air compressing attachm ent b e install­ 
ed. 
Council aud 
Mayor Hall t ’n m 
agreed that it coal was used at the 
plant, it would b e necessary to keep 
eight cr ten car loads on hands and in 
order to do this larger b ins must b e 
erectedjand a sw itch from the railroad 
track installed. 
Two car loads 
are 
now on hands and two more have 
b een ordered. 
Councilman 
Purcell said that he 
favored another test, to last thirty 
days and to b e made under the direct 
sujAervision of Superintendent Ong. 


Mr. Ong hesitated with his reply and 
said that he did not know. 
Mr. Cald- 
well 
grew 
angry 
and 
indirectly 
| charged Mr. Ong w ith not giving the 
j w e n t test proper attention. 
Mr. Ong 
finally said that he b elieved that less 
coal could b e made to run the plant, 
providing that a man b e stationed in 
the room to w atch the work and weigh 
the coal b oth day and night. 
This 
would-necessitate the employment of 
two men, one b y night and the other 
b y day. 
He said that the stokers could 
not fire as experienced men 
coaid 
and it was 
not thought that they 
could b e taught to scatter the coal in ­ 
side the furnace in order to make ft 
last. 
Messrs. Brann and Caldwell insisted 
that they would not serve on the water 
and light comm ittee in view of anoth­ 
er test, and they asked that Mayor 
Hall appoint another committee. 
Both 
said that they were done w ith the 
whole b usiness. 
One, later, went so 
far as to say that if another committee 
was not appointed he'w ould not attend 
the next m eeting. 
There was silence 
for ab out five m inutes more, Mayor 
Hall sidesteppiog their demands. 
F i­ 
nally Mr. Ong said that he b elieved 
that the stokers had done the b est they 
coaid. 
It could b e seen that some of 
the memb ers of council still b elieved 
that the recent test was not a fair one, 
and that they attrib uted the cause to 
the stokers and indirectly to Messrs. 
Brann and Caldwell. 
This, it is b e­ 
lieved, was 
b ack of the movement 
started b y these men to get off the 
water and light committee. 
Finally Mr. Dale ended the whole 
discussion 
b y 
moving 
that 
the 
contract for furnishing fuel for the 
water and ” light * plant b e 
aw ard­ 
ed to the C entral Fuel com]tanv of 
this city, which agrees to furnish the 
plant w ith gas for eighteen months at 
the rate of $ 450 per month. 
The mo­ 
tion was seconded and put to a vote. 
Every (m em b er voted aye except Mr. 
Purcell. 
\ A comm unication (front rite C., H. 
& D. Railw ay company asking the 
city to sign a lease in order to pat its 
pipes from 
well No. 8, in A rthur 
street, under the tracks, w« is turned 
town. 
City Attorney Megee said that 
the city was not compelled to sign the 
lease as it had the right to place the 
pipes under 
the G , H. & D. track 
anvway. 
Street Commissioner B arrett reported 
that nothing had b een done b y A. B. 
trvm toward placing his drain under 
ground from 
Harrison street, west. 
City Clerk Tonkin reported that he had 
notified Mr. Irvin to place the ditch 
under ground. 
As the m atter is in the 
hands of the health officer he was in ­ 
structed to 
notify Mr. (Irvin again 
and should the ditch not b e looked a f­ 
ter. to b ring civil action against the 
owner. 
Ooaucilnicn Brann 
and 
Caldwell 
again asked tlie Mayor to release them 
from the w ater aud light comm ittee 
and to 'appoint others, b ut he side­ 
stepped them b y saying that he did 
not have time to do so. 
The question of well No. 8, the new 
j 
well drilled in A rthur 
street, just j 
north of the G,. H, 
<fc D. tracks, j 
which has b een found to b e little morel 
than a dry hole, then came up for dis- j 
cussion. 
Mayor Hall asked Mr. Lon*. ! 
the driller, if he did not consider that j 
the well could b e improved b y going j 
farther down w ith a sm aller pipe and 
pulling the larger one out. 
Mr. I¿ore 
replied that it would b e cheaper to 
drill another well. 
Councilman C ald­ 
well said he was opposed to drilling 
another 
well. 
He seemed to think 
that too much money hail already b een 
wasted. 
Mr.*Lore said that there was 
hardly enough w ater the in well to pay 
for capping it. 
Mayor Hall insisted 
that the m atter b e left iu the hands of 
the w ater and light com m ittee to settle 
and they refused to have anything 
more to do w ith it. 
Mayor Hall grew 
hot and said that the well had b etter 
b e ab andoned altogether and that no 
more b e drilled. 
As Mr. Lore’s con­ 
tract. calls for b is capping the well, 
it w ill b e capped and prob ab ly con ­ 
nected, at a future date, w ith the 
water and light plant so that the little 
water that is in it may b e utilized. 
Mayor Hall then asked if there were 
any accounts and b ills to consider, b ut 
b efore Council could take up the m at­ 
ter, Councilm an Brann jum ped in with 
the very thing that the mayor and tiis 


on'the m atter b e postponed until an 
adjourned m eeting. 
No sooner were 
the words out ot b is month than Mr, 
Sm ith seconded the motion, and it 
was put to a vote as quickly as possi­ 
b le. 
All of tiie Democrats voted for it 
and the Repub licans against it. 
It 
was carried b y a vote of 4 to 3. 
Council then allowed the usual ac­ 
counts and b ills and 
Mayor 
Hall 
quickly announced that tlie motion to 
adjourn was in order. 
City Attorney Megee, however, pre­ 
vented an adjournm ent at that instant 
b y announcing that 
he 
was going 
away and that Judge Morris would 
act’in his place dttring his ab sence. 
This, of course, was satisfactory to 
the Democrats and was accepted.

had offices in the financial district and 
his credit was gilt edge. 
At the tim e 
of GaskiU's death he was b elie\ed to 
b e worth ab ou t half a million dollars. 
He left no will, and ad m in istrators 
b egan to close u p his b u siness. 
A 
patron of the firm, w hose nam e is not 
given, 
b ou ght from the e sta te 
100 
shares of Philadelphia T raction com ­ 
pany stock and 100 shares of stock of 
the U nited fcnates Steel corporation. 
H e tu rned his accou nt over to E, C. 
Miller & Co., which firm sent the 
100 
Rhares of T raction stock to the Phila 
delphia T raction com pany’s office to 
have the tra n sfe r recorded. 
T he ce r­ 
tificate did not agree with the com ­ 
pany’s 
b ooks, 
and 
an 
investigation 
showed that the certificate had b een 
raised from six shares to 100. 
T he 
discovery was reported to E. C. Miller 
& C q. which firm im m ediately notified 
the stock holder of which Gaskill was 
a m em b er, and in iu rn sent ou t notices 
to its m em b ers not to receive stock 
certificates from Ihe Gaskill estate. 
A fu rthe r investigation b rou ght to 
light a su rprising sta te of affairs. 
It 
was fou nd that Gaskill had credited 
him self on his own b ooks with 
6 ,000 
shares of Philadelphia T raction stock, 
valu ed 
at 
approxim ately

while the T raction com pany's b ooks 
showed he had only 400 shares, 
it 
w as also discovered that he had raised 
stock certificates of the United R ail­ 
w ays of New Jersey trom two to 200. 
and the certificates of the F rank ford 
A S ou thw ark Street Railway com pany 
of this city from tw o to twenty. 
The 
la tte r stock Is w orth $450 a share 
Gaskill kept two a c c ou n ts—one r<* 
cording the tra n sa c tion s of h*s c u s­ 
tom ers. which was correct, and a n ­ 
othe r giving his own tra n sa c tion s His 
b ooks showed that he was losing from 
$16.000 to $25,000 a year in hi't b u si­ 
ness. 
His m ethod of operating was to 
ob tain certificates of gilt-edgel secu ri 
ties calling for one, two, thre e or some 
other small n u m b er of share« -, raise 
the figu res and give them as secu rities 
for large loans. 
At least six b anks
